Thirty thousand gallons of oil and gasoline fed this blaze, which destroyed the stor­

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Public Urged to-Beautify Roadside* 


W ith Brainerd engaged in the task of cleaning up and paint 
ing up so as to furnish a bright clean picture to visitors and tour­ 
ists. the movement has been extended to the state highway depart­ 
ment, which calls especial attention to approaches to a city. 
“Help us make the roadsides of the trunk highways attrac­ 
tive,” is the substance of an appeal made by C . M. Babcock, com­ 
missioner of highways, to owners of property fronting on the 
trunk highways, and to civic organizations in towns located on 
the state routes, 
“From all indications Minnesota will have more tourists thi 
summer than ever before,” Mr. Babcock states. 
“Nearly all of 
them will come over the trunk highways. 
They will judge the 
state by what they see along the roadsides. 
It will be well worth 
while to give them a good impression of the state. But it will also 
give our own people a greater pride in the state if they see beau­ 
tiful trees and shrubbery, neat lawns, well kept houses and clean 
roadsides when they travel over the trunk highways on their sum­ 
mer trips. 
“The Highway department will do its part. 
The mainten­ 
ance men will clean away all rubbish, cut weeds, clean the ditches 
and do everything else they can to keep the roadsides neat and 
attractive. 
But our power extends only to the edge of the right- 
of-way, and to make the roadside picture a perfect picture, there 
is need for the cooperation of property owners and local officials. 
“There are many places where automobile wrecks, tin cans 
and other rubbish spoil the picture. 
The highway entrances to 
some towns are anything but attractive. 
A little cooperative ef­ 
fort on the part of property owners, civic clubs and local officials, 
will quickly improve the situation. 
“After the rubbish and eyesores are removed, the appearance 
can in many places be further improved by a propel' planting of 
trees and shrubbery. 
Unfortunately this is a matter in which the 
Highway department cannot help. 
Our right-of-way, ranging 
from 33 to 50 feet from the center of the roadway, is entirely too 
narrow for tree planting. Trees planted too close to the road will 
cause drifts which will block the road in the winter. 
At curves 
and intersections they would also obscure the view and tend to 
cause accidents. But if planted on private property near the road­ 
side, they will help to keep the roads open in winter and make 
them more attractive the year around. 
“We believe roadside beautification pays. The town with neat 
boulevards, lawns and parks fronting on the main highways en­ 
tering the municipality, will get more of the tourist’s business. 
Business men who cater to tourists will profit by keeping their 
premises clean and attractive. The state as a whole will profit if 
visitors go home with memories of beautiful roadsides. 
But 
whether we gain financially or not, we will have the satisfaction 
of doing a public service by adding to the enjoyment of all who 
travel on the highways. 
The old saying, ‘Cleanliness is next to 
godliness,’ can well be applied to roadside beautification.”

WITH Brainerd engaged in the ta.sk of c le a n in g up a n d p a in t. 
jug up so as to furnish a bright clean picture to visitors and tour­ 
ists. the movement has been extended to the state highway depart­ 
ment, which calls especial attention to approaches to a city. 
‘‘Help us make the roadsides of the trunk highways attrac­ 
tive.” is the substance of an appeal made by C. M. Babcock com­ 
missioner of highways, to owners of property fronting on the 
trunk highways, and to civic organizations in towns located on 
the state routes. 
from all indications Minnesota will have more tourists this 
summer than ever before,” Mr. Babcock states. 
“Nearly all of 
them will come over tin* trunk highways. 
They will judge the 
State by what they see along the roadsides. 
It will be well worth 
while to give them a good impression of the state. 
But it will also 
give our own ]*of*e a greater pride in the state if they see beau- 
tiiul trees and shrubbery, neat lawns, well kept houses and d ea n 
loads ides when they t?*avel over the trunk highways on their sum­ 
mer trips. 
“The Highway department will do its part. 
The mainten­ 
ance men will clean away all rubbish, cut weeds, clean the ditches 
and do everything else they can to keep the roadsides neat and 
attractive* 
But our flower extends only to the edge of the right- 
of-way, and to make the roadside picture a perfect picture, there 
is need for the cooperation of property owners and local officials. 
“ There are ninny places where automobile wrecks, tin cans 
and other rubbish sjtoil the picture. 
The highway entrances to 
some towns an’ anything hut attractive. 
A little cooperative ef­ 
fort on tho part of property owners, civic clubs and local officials, 
will quickly improve the situation. 
“After the rubbish and eyesores are removed, the appearance 
can in many places be further improved by a proper planting of 
trees and shrubbery. 
Unfortunately this is a matter in which the 
Highway department cannot help. 
Our right-of-way, ranging 
trom ”*•! to 50 ted from tho center of the roadway, is entirely too 
narrow for tree planting. Trees planted too close to the road will 
cause drifts which will block the road in the winter. 
At curves 
and intersections they would also obscure the view and tend to 
cause accidents. But if planted on private property near the road­ 
side, they will help to keep the roads open in winter and make 
them more attractive the year around. 
“We believe roadside beautification pays. The town with neat 
boulevards, lawns and parks fronting on the main highways en­ 
tering the municipality, will get more of the tourist’s business. 
Business men who cater to tourists will profit by keeping their 
premises clean and attractive. The state as a whole will profit if 
visitors go home with memories of beautiful roadsides. 
But 
whether we gain financially or not. we will have the satisfaction 
of doing a public service by adding to the enjoyment of all who 
travel on the highways. 
The old saying, ‘Cleanliness is next to 
godliness,’ can well lie applied to roadside beautification.”

Pierre, S. D., May 7.—(HP)—A woman 
who entered politics more than ten 
years ago for a career today was lead­ 
ing four men, including a former gov­ 
ernor, for the republican nomination 
aa governor of South Dakota. 
Miss Gladys Pyle, Huron, secretary 
of state, had a lead of nearly 2,000 
over former Governor Carl Gunderson, 
Mitchell, on the basis of returns from 
nearly two-thirds of the state’s 1,918 
precincts. 
Returns from 1,036 precincts out of 
1,918 gave 
Miss 
Pyle 
21,238 votes 
against 12,484 for Gunderson, 15,997 
for Broke Howell, Fredrick, 14,255 for 
Carlo Trygstad, Brookings, and 6,855 
for Warren E. Green, Hazel. 
Although Miss Pyle was leading in 
returns, her nomination was not yet 
assured. 
Unless the final totals show 
she has 35 per cent of the republican 
votes cast, her political fate will rest 
with the party’s state convention at 
Pierre on May 20. The state law pro­ 
vides that unless one candidate re­ 
ceives 
the 
specified 
percentage 
of 
votes, the convention delegates shall 
select the nominee. 
Each delegate is free to cast the 
proportion of votes polled by his dis­ 
trict in the last election for any of 
the candidates running in the primary. 
Miss Pyle, who was born in Huron, 
S. D., 39 years ago, has served in the 
state legislature for two terms, three 
and a half years as assistant secretary 
of state and two terms in her present 
office. 
James McNamara, fellow townsman 
of Miss Pyle, had a substantial m a­ 
jority in his race with L. E. Coley, 
Wakner, for the democratic guberna­ 
torial nomination. 
In early returns 
638 precincts gave McNamara 5,500 
votes while Corey had 4,062. 
Senator William H. McMaster, in­ 
dependent republican, was conceded 
the winner of the republican nomina­ 
tion by George J. Danforth, who ap­ 
pealed to voters on the stand that Mc­ 
Master had not supported the presi­ 
dent’s wishes in the controversy be­ 
tween 
t h e 
democratic - independent 
western republican coalition and the 
regular republicans over the tariff bill.! 
In the face of a 7,000 majority for 
McMaster with less than a third of 
the precincts out, Danforth conceded 
the election. Figures of 1,240 precincts 
gave McMaster 48,367 and Danforth 
41,307. 
Governor W. J. Bulow appeared to 
have obtained the democratic senato­ 
rial nomination and probably will op­ 
pose Senator McMaster. 
Unofficial returns from 229 precincts 
gave Bulow 2,922 and McNamara 907.

For years they slandered it as a weed, 
and a nuisance, while they struggled 
to eradicate it from their farms. Now 
they are finding it one of the most 
valuable legumes available for their 
crop rotations. 
Because the sweet 
clover grows persistently in practical 
ly any kind of soil—sand, clay, im 
poverishetl, or rich—Just so it contains 
lime, the great majority of agrieultur 
isis concluded It must lie tx weed, be­ 
cause no crop of any value would 
grow under such conditions and at 
the same time resist drouth, poor 
drainage and disease. 
“Fifteen years ago one would have 
traveled far to find I,(HH) acres of 
sweet clover sown as a crop in Ohio. 
Today a single county hits .‘IO,(HK) acres 
and the entire state over ,‘UHMHK) acres,” 
says a bulletin on sweet clover, writ 
ten by Dr. I’, J. Willard, of the farm 
crops department of Ute Ohio State 
university. 
The bulletin is issued by 
the agricultural extension service of 
the university. 
In it D o c to r Willard points out that 
sweet clover is valuable not only la1 
cause It grows anywhere, lf lime is 
present In the soil, but because it pro 
duces enormous yields of hay and pas 
til rage, and a crop of it is equal to the 
application o f 20 tons of farm manure 
In improvement of the soil. 
Alfalfa 
Is the only competitor of sweet clover 
when It comes to yields of hay and 
pasturage. 
“On soils containing lime. 
or to which lime can be added, sweet 
clover is so much the better soil build 
or that It stands alone,’* says file 
bulletin.

I have said that Louis was m ilitary; 
from the childhood when he ranged 
little toy silver regiments and har­ 
nessed toy guns to dogs, to the last 
great day before I’erpignan. 
I have 
said that Richelieu was essentially a 
commander. Well, the two men having 
this one capital national quality in 
common, though very differently exer­ 
cised in each, were linked by it. They 
were both, at heart, soldiers. 
Louis XIII would never have made 
a good general officer; Richelieu would 
not only have made one of the best 
general officers In history, but did in 
practice act as a general officer of the 
highest talent; and if be had been 
called emperor instead of cardinal, 
the whole world would see it. 
Louis XIII could never have swept 
over a mass of detail with bis eye, 
choosing the exact instant in which 
to plant the blow, to fall on the de­ 
fensive, or to retire, organize, and 
triumph through organization. 
Ile 
could not ever have handled great 
numbers of men. 
Richelieu had all those qualities.

Pierre, S. D., May 7.—(IIH)—A woman 
who entered politics more than ten 
years ago for a career today was lead­ 
off four men, including a former gov­ 
ernor, for the republican nomination 
as governor of South Dakota. 
Miss Gladys Pyle, Huron, secretary 
of state, had a lead of nearly 2,000 
over former Governor Carl Gunderson, 
Mitchell, on the basis of returns from 
nearly two-thirds of the state's 1,91k 
precincts. 
Returns from 1,030 precincts out of 
1,918 gave 
Miss 
Pyle 
21,238 votes 
against 12,484 for Gunderson, 16,997 
for Broke Howell, Fredrick, 14,266 for 
Carlo Trygstad, Brookings, and 6,856 
for W arren E. Green, Hazel. 
Although Miss Pyle was leading in 
returns, her nomination was not yet 
assured. 
Unless the final totals show 
she has 36 per cent of the republican 
votes caat, her political fate will rest 
with the party's state convention at 
Pierre on May 20. The state law pro­ 
vides that unless one candidate re­ 
ceives 
the 
specified 
percentage 
of 
votes, the convention delegates shall 
select the nominee. 
Each delegate is free to cast the 
proportion of votes polled by his dis­ 
trict in the last election for any of 
the candidates running in the primary 
Miss Pyle, who was born In Huron, 
S. D., 39 years ago, has served In the 
state legislature for two terms, three 
and a half years as assistant secretary 
of state and two terms in her present 
office. 
James McNamara, fellow townsman 
of Miss Pyle, had a substantial m a­ 
jority in his race with L, E. Coley, 
Wakner, for the democratic guberna­ 
torial nomination. 
In early returns 
638 precincts gave M cNamara 5,500 
votes while Corey had 4,062. 
Senator William II. MeMnster, in­ 
dependent republican, was conceded 
the winner of the republican nomina 
tion by George J. Danforth, who ap­ 
pealed to voters on the stand that Mc- 
Master had not supported the presi­ 
dent’s wishes in the controversy be­ 
tween

democratic - Independent 
western republican coalition and the 
regular republicans over the tariff bill.
